STEEL AMD IRON CORROSION 


Engineers Find No Appreciabl* Dlffsr- 
sncs B etw een Metals Whan Used 
in Btsam Boilers. 


Iron and steel are almost equally re­ 
sistant to the effects of corroding in­ 
fluences. 
As far back as 1881 the en- 
gineer-fiurreyors of Lloyds Investigated 
no less than 1,100 marine steel boil­ 
ers In actual use and found it Impossi­ 
ble to distinguish between theni/jffed 
the Iron boilers, so far aa liability to 
corrosion was concerned. 
In 1891 37 of the leading American 
and British shipbuilders were naked 
for their opinion on the subject. Seven 
held steel *to be m o^corrqdlble than 
iron, eight held the opposite view*, 
eight were uncertain, and fourteen 
could report no difference between the 
two metals. In 1921 a careful examina­ 
tion of 89 samples of pipe* from hot- 
w ater systems in New York city re­ 
vealed no appreciable difference be­ 
tween Iron and steel. Last, year an In­ 
vestigation o f 21 samples of wrought
